“IT came across a book the other 
day, said the bachelor, ‘‘on this very 
subject, by Ewen. I looked through 
it and thought I would read it later. 
It consisted of extracts from old 
documents about witchcraft and gave 
laws against it in early Rome and in 
England.

Mirror for Witches,’ by ~° Esther 
Forbes, B. D.? I think that is one of 
the best explanations of how witch- 
craft worked in New England. And 
at the same time it is a wonderful 
psychological document: poor Doll 
Bilby believed herself to be a witch 
and her lover a demon. She was ac- 
cused by two very disgusting little 
girls and their accusations were be- 
lieved—but so were the Goodwin 
children in the historical accounts.” 


“That is undoubtedly one of the 
best fictional treatments of witch- 
craft,” agreed the Book Doctor. “And 
another fascinating novel on witches 
is ‘Lolly Willowes’ by Sylvia Town- 
send Warner. If you remember, it 
was the story of a woman’s loneli- 
ness and her finding a strange solace 
in the wildness of moonlit nights and 
Witches Sabbaths. There’s a lot of 
psychology in that book, too, and it 
is beautifully written.”

EARLY thirty years ago, out in India, an 
English schoolteacher wrote a little book of 
poems. ““The Desert’’ she called it. Few 

knew her as a poet, this unassuming woman who 
spent her days carrying the torch of knowledge into 
the humble homes of Indian housewives. No pub- 
lishers bid for her work; none even knew it existed. 
But because it was what she had to give, it was 
privately printed and a few copies sold for the bene- 
fit of an Indian charity. 

In England, a few years later, a clergyman heard 
some lines quoted from the book. They were beautl- 
ful lines. inspiring, rich in courage and faith. The 
clergyman didn't know who had written them, but 
they were too precious to be forgotten. He jotted 
them down on the back of a postcard. 

Years later, after the clergymans death, his 
daughter found the card with the lines scribbled on 
it. ‘How beautiful!’ she thought, and copied them 
on cards to send to her friends at Chnstmastime. 

Nine months after that Christmas, England was 
at war;-and a lady who had received one of the 
cards copied the lines again, and sent them to ‘The 
Times’’ of London. ‘‘These words,”’ she wrote, “‘will 
give courage to many of us in this dark hour.” 

In Buckingham Palace, a man read the lines, was 
moved, clipped them out. And when the next Chnist- 
mastime came, that man the King read over 
the radio: 

“IT said to a man who stood at the gate of the 
years, ‘Give me a light, that I may tread safely into 
the unknown,’ and he replied, ‘Go out into the dark- 
ness and put your hand into the hand of God. That 
shall be to you better than a light and safer than a 
known way.’ ”’ . 

In her home in England, Miss M. L. Haskins, 
retired schoolteacher, heard the lines quoted. At 
first she didn't recognize them. But then she re- 
membered: they were /er lines, from that little book 
she had written when in India. 

In millions of other homes, all over the world, 
men and women heard the lines, and didn’t know 
who had written them. But they knew that whoever 
it was, that person had a gift of words, a beauty of 
soul, and a strength of faith that were great indeed. 

With the following article, THIS WEEK introduces 
Miss Haskins for the first time to an American 
audience, though she has had two volumes of verse, 
since ““The Desert,’ published in England. From 
1919 to 1939 she was on the social-science staff of 
the London University School of Economics. ‘‘Her 
deeply philosophical outlook and complete intellec- 
tual honesty,” as a British magazine recently 
pointed out, made her the wise counselor sought by 
thousands of young men and women burning: with 
the problems of modern life. Thus, in the following 
article, she writes from the richness of experience 
that only such a character could ever accumulate: 


Wi is the faith of youth’ This is a question 
difficult to answer in a few words. I will try. 
For over twenty vears now I have had the great 
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privilege of talking every day with young people at 
the outset of their careers, and of hearing what many 
of them had to say concerning the most important 
things of life. I have felt increasingly in recent years 
that they have something tremendously important 
and significant to contribute to the world’s need, if 
it could be gathered up and focused. 

We — these young people and I — have seldom 
discussed churches and creeds ——as such. But I 
have had the honor of being allowed to look with 
them into the perplexities attending men’s beliefs 
and practices today. I have been privileged to share 
in their keen and vigorous search for a firm founda- 
tion on which to place their feet. 

These young people have belonged to all churches, 
all creeds and all skepticisms; they have represented, 
within the span of two wars, many nations and 
races. I have found diverse attitudes toward the 
faiths by which men live, but amang the students 
who have come to me through the vears I can re- 
member no attitude of indifference that attitude 
in which no vital conception can take place. I feel 
today their spiritual courage and intellectual curi- 
osity. 

There are some young people for whom the ac- 
cepted phrases and symbols of others, handed down 
through the ages, have been revitalized. Those of 
whom this is true are gallantly carrying forward 
ufto the future not only the spirit but the form of 
their spiritual ancestors. 

But in a large number of cases, youth is forging 
its own language for the expression of faith. It is 
the essence of the need of many that they should 
make some new forms of expression. With eyes set 
toward unknown and untried heights, they must 
follow on, exploring the near and succeeding mo- 
ment, continually searching for means by which 
the scaling of the hills before them can be made 
more than a distant vision or a pious hope. 

To these young and critical seekers, a Living 
Faith must be expressed in evident and concrete 
ways. They give allegiance to the great imponder- 
ables of life, but hold that “by their fruits ye shall 
know them,” and that “faith without works is 
dead.”’ By the laws and institutions men forge; by 
the houses, villages and cities they build; by the 
factories they control; by their political, social, 
economic and international organizations; by the 
extent of their recognition that ‘‘man does not live 
by bread alone’’ — by such evidence, to them, the 
claims of faith must stand or fall. 

It is with these young people that our Tomorrow 
lies. 

As they stand in their youth and spiritual daring 
on the fringes of what may well be the most signifi- 
cant moment in human history, they need, as never 
before, all the sympathy, support and matured 
wisdom that the age can offer them. 

It will be no little thing for the tuture of mankind 
if youth can resurrect among the warring nations 
of the earth the faith and the spirit of the Son of 
Man — out of this hour of His continued crucifixion. 
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‘brat innocent little creature on the cover may 
be just a rabbit to you. But to experts at the 
New York Zoological Park, he’s as big a prob- 
lem as an elephant. Rabbits don’t like to live in 
zoos. On page 11 of this issue William Bridges 
tells why, and what the zoo people are doing 
to catch and cage a single rabbit.

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LL of us, whether we have jobs 
Or not, are victims of unem- 
ployment. Even if our own pay 


checks and those of our friends and 
relatives are coming in regularly (and 
the odds are heavy that some of them 
are not), we still suffer from this age- 
old disease that has become an epi- 
demic in the last ten years. 

If you are a farmer or a business- 
man, unemployment means that your 
customers can buy fewer of your 
goods. This means smaller profits, idle 
capital, wasted raw materials 

If you are a taxpayer and you 
are, Whether you know it or not un- 
employment means extra cash out of 
your pocket. The government must 
mortgage its future and your wallet 
to pay the costs of relief. 

If you are working for a wage or 
salary, unemployment 1s a constant 
threat to your security. If you dis- 
like your present position, mass un- 
employment makes it harder for you 
to find more congenial work 

If you are a parent, unemployment 
casts a dark shadow over the future 
of your children, creating problems 
you must help them to face. 

It you are a student today, tomor- 
row you will be thrown on a crowded 
labor market to compete with jobless 
workers, many of whom are more 
skilled and experienced than yourself. 

In many ways, unemployment its a 
lot like war. Both of them sap a na- 
tion's economic health, bringing dis- 
couragement, suffering, high taxes, 
and national deficits. But there 1s at 
least one good word that can be said 
about war it can always be ended 
by the mere signing of papers. So far, 
no one has ever worked out the terms 
of a Treaty to End Unemployment. 

Still, there are a great many things 
that can be done to show individual

job-seekers how and where to locate 
positions, as well as to increase the 
total number of job opportunities in 
our country.

Tiahcnn we can make much prog- 
ress, all of us must clear our minds of 
some widely-held but mistaken ideas 
about joblessness. On a bus coming to 
work this morning, I heard a hot ar- 
gument about the subject. One of the 
men sitting in front of me was main 
taining in a loud voice that a fellow 
hasn't a decent chance of finding a 
job today, so he might as well run 
up the white flag and quit fighting 
His companion was just as sure that 
all the unemployed are really loafers 
who are too lazy to go out and scratch 
around until they find work. 

If we stop and think about it, 
of us know that this first view is 
wrong. Five out of every six Ameri- 
cans who need jobs today have them, 
and not on WPA projects, either. The 
second argument 1s just as wrong 
Nothing happened in 1929 that sud- 
denly made millions of us so lazy that 
we dropped our tools and started 
howling for relief 

The next thing we must keep in 
mind is that the eight or nine million 
unemployed people in this country 
are not all going to be put back to 
work by any of the short-cut, sure- 
fire, get-rich-quick panaceas_ that 
some ambitious quacks are forever 
proposing. Unemployment 1s caused

by many different forces acting over 
a period of many years, and it’s going 
to take time and some very clear 
thinking to get the mess untangled. 

As a matter of fact, we have no 
business even talking about the un 
employment problem. We should say 
unemployment problems, because re 
searchers have tound many different 
kinds of joblessness, which must be 
tackled separately and in different 
ways. Since we are going to be talking 
about them a lot in coming weeks, 
let’s see what some of these types are. 

The most important cause of un- 
employment has always been the 
business cycle. Every depression blasts 
the lives of wage earners, professional 
people and businessmen. This human 
scrap heap was piled higher during 
the Turbulent Thirties than ever be- 
fore, but depressions have descended 
on the world with fateful regularity 
ever since the Machine Age began 
One of the main efforts of govern- 
ment and private business 1n recent 
years has been to cut down the wide 
Some 
progress 1s being made. But probably 


sweep of the business cycle 


there will always be business de- 
pressions to affect employment. 
Another serious problem 1s seasonal 
unemployment. Several millions of our 
nation’s workers earn their livings in 
industries that run only part of the 
year (like many canning plants) or 
rock up and down with the changing 
seasons (like department stores). Job- 
holders in these lines may work long, 
feverish hours of overtime during the 


busy season, then spend the rest of 
the year reading Help Wanted col- 
umns in newspapers. These workers 
would be helped greatly if we could 
find ways to give them several sea 
sonal jobs that have their peak periods 
at different times, as in the case of 
some teamsters who deliver ice in 
the summer and coal in the winter 
Next, there is the type economists 
call fricttonal unemployment. A cer- 
tain amount of time is almost always 
lost when workers shift from one job 
either by choice or of 
necessity. Even First 
World War, when there was a nation- 
wide shortage of labor, there were 
never fewer than 700,000 unemployed 


to another 
during the 


in the country. Most of these were 
out of work for only a short time 
But today, when most workers are 
clinging to their jobs like shipwrecked 
sailors to life belts, jumping from job 
to job often takes a long time. The 
process of bringing together men who 
need jobs and jobs that need men is 
always a complicated business 


ye there are personal reasons for 
unemployment. Some workers never 
click on the job. They may be lazy, 
poorly trained, dishonest, or (and 
this 1s a very potent reason for un 
employment) they just can’t learn to 
work in harness with their employers 
and fellow-employees. We've always 
had this cause of joblessness but 
this was never the cause of relief loads 
that run into the millions. 


Finally, let’s mention the much- 
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debated technological unemployment. 
Some machines such as cigar-mak- 
ing, card-sorting and bottle-blowing 
apparatus — cut down the number of 
iobs. Others, and there are many 9 
-hese, create more jobs than th 
destroy. The automobile played ho 
with the horse-and-buggy business, 
eventually tossing about a mullion 
workers into the discard.

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HIS coming Fnday March 15, to be 

more exact — will be a day of rare re- 

joicing and unbridled revelry throughout 
the nation. And well it may be, too, for that is 
the day when all the citizens of our fair land 
may practice their inalienable right of sending 
a fat slice of their yearly increments to 
Washington; in return, our Congressmen will 
forward packages of radish seed or intimate 
candid-camera shots of themselves weeding 
their farms or kissing their grandchild. Most 
of them are very human, if nothing else. 

Among my myriads of gentle readers, there 
are doubtless a goodly number whose appre- 
ciation of March 15 is marred only by the 
intricacies of wrestling with an income-tax 
blank. Forsooth, there are some citizens who 
feel so cowed by this imposing document that 
they ignore it altogether. I number at least 
one such person among my acquaintances (I 
say ‘‘number’’ because that is what he is now 

at Alcatraz, pronounced Al-cat-razz). 

And yet, filling out an income-tax blank 1s 
as easy as rolling off a logarithm; just to prove, 
it, my friends, I will lead you step by step 
through the process. And do not for a moment 
fear that I shan’t be meticulously correct in 
every statement. Correctness runs in thre 
Fields family. Even today I can remember 
how often Daddy used to declare: “‘I’d rather 
be correct than be President.”’ As a matter of 
fact, that is probably the reason he skipped 
the White House and ended up in the House 
of Correction. 

But to get down to business: all you need 
in filling out an income tax is as follows: one 
dozen tax blanks, six pencils, one slide rule, 
one Chinese abacus, three reams of inexpen- 
sive copy paper, an ice pack and some me- 
dicinal stimulants. 

The first thing to do is print your name 
plainly on the proper line. If it 1s a joint 
return, we are instructed to print the given 
names of both husband and wife. But since 
some of the names that husband and wife give 
each other are hardly suited to print, we must 
proceed cautiously. 

After you have filled in this information, 
the next matter you'll think of is what you 
can deduct and what you can’t deduct, always 
keeping in mind the possibility that a tall 
man with a dark mustache and a blueserge 
suit and a gold star might come to the house 
with a piece of paper. Most of us know already 
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that torn postage stamps are not deductible 
items: nor is the cost of telegrams to Senators 
asking that they reduce the income-tax rate; 
or the box: of cigars you forgot to give the 
postman last Christmas. 

But there are other questions of deduction 
that the general public is not so well informed 
upon. For instance, most of us are under the 
impression that Bad Debts can be deducted. I 
can assure each and every one of my ardent 
readers that this is not the case at all. Last 
year I tried to deduct a dentist bill of $143.00, 
which was one of my very worst debts, but it 
was disallowed. This hurt me worse than the 
dentist. 

At any rate, here is my best advice on the 
matter of deductions: just count off on your 
fingers all the items that you suspect might be 
deductible — and then forget them, because 
they aren't. 

Now that that issue is settled, the rest of the 
income-tax problem falls into two divisions: 


whether you can add and subtract straight to 
arrive at your tax total; and whether you can 
pay the total once you arrive at it. 

The first is a mere question of arithmetic, 
and will be dealt with further on in this pro- 
nunciamento. The second — how to scrape up 
the dough — is of extreme importance, and I 
should like to clear the matter up here and 
now. 


Wir this in mind, let me say that I am a 
strong advocate of budgeting throughout the 
year so that in March the difficulty of paying 
one’s income tax will be no difficulty at all. I 
recommend it to all my dear readers because 
I have seen budgeting work such wonders in 
the past. Of course an improperly arranged 
budget is apt to be more of a hindrance than 
a help. For instance, less than a month ago a 
young man came to me with tears in hiseyes. 
He had run into the knottiest sort of a bud- 
getary problem, and he begged me for expert 


advice. Here is how he had arranged his 
weekly budgeting schedule: 

1. Income tax..... i $ 0.26 
Carfare . 0.60 
Room rent. . eee 1.50 
Food | : 3.83 
Clothing : 1.27 
Medicinal spirits 19.54 
$30.00 

Of course my practiced mind grasped the 
basic trouble immediately. I merely advised 
him to shave down on the first five items and 
put the savings into bicarbonate of soda. 

But to give all you dear, dear folks a graphic 
example of the miracles a well-balanced bud- 
get can achieve, I am going to set down, nght 
before your eyes, a word-for-word first-of- 
March conversation in the household of the 
Homer N. Cluffs, a typical American family 
consisting of one husband, one wife, one 
three-year-old son and a canary that has just 
started to molt. The Cluffs were kind enough 
to allow the W. C. Fields Budgetary Research 
Foundation to install a dictograph in their 
cozy little living room. I quote from the 
record: 

Homer: Now, my phlox, my flower, let us 
look over the budget envelopes and straighten 


out the month’s expenses. Income tax is due in 
two weeks, you know. 

Lucretia: Yes, pet, here are all fourteen 
envelopes. 

Homer: Fine! Now, Income Tax amourts to 
thirty-seven dollars. 

Lucretia: Something is wrong! There’s only 
eleven dollars in Income Tax! 

Homer: What? There must be more. All I 
took was sixteen dollars for those new golf 
clubs. 

Lucretia: Oh, dear! I can’t think where it 
went to unless I took the money for my 
last permanent out of this envelope. 

Homer: Well, for Pete’s sake, why didn’t 
you take it out of Incidentals in the first place? 

Lucretia: Now, you know we paid the in- 
surance premium out of Incidentals. 

Homer (weakly): Is there an aspirin or an 
analine-dye tablet in the house? 

Lucretia: I’m sorry, dear, we're all out of 
them. 

Homer: Never mind, let’s make up Income 
Tax out of Savings. We'll double Savings next 
month. 

Lucretia: For pity’s sake! There's only six 
dollars in Savings. 

Homer: Now, look! The only money I took

Who killed Thelma Clarke? Was it Playboy 
Neil McAllister? Listen to the testimony

E SAT in the witness chair with shoulders hunched and 
H knotty hands fisted. ““The Lightning Bolt’’ had been 
his nickname during years in the ring. At fifty-six 
Albert Crock still had the curiously wary alertness that stamps 
the pug and keeps him quick of sense and sight long after 
he retires. 

Taut square build, not much nose to speak of, mouth that 
lifted at one corner and whipped out answers from the other, 
he had the hard-bitten look of the fighter and the bright lake- 
blue eyes of a child.

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ONE EXPEDITION To CatTcH ONE RABBIT 


The common cottontail bunny carries a 
secret that keeps scientists guessing

The zoo can’t cage him — so he stows away on the grounds 


HE New York Zoological Park is 
sending out an expedition this 
spring to catch a cottontail 
rabbit 
The expedition isn’t going far 

just about a quarter of a mile into the 
axis-deer ranges at the north end of 
the park. There are cottontails up 
there, by the evidence of tracks across 
the snow during the winter, but they 
are the only rabbits in the zoo. There 
are none on exhibition because for 
some strange reason cottontail rabbits 
are among the hardest of all animals 
to keep alive in captivity. 


It’s been done, of course, but for one 
cottontail that survived any length of 
time in a cage, probably a thousand 
have died after a couple of weeks or 
less. 

If there were any feasible way of 
keeping them, farmer boys all over 
the country would know about it, and 
so would zoological gardens. 

We have never been able to keep 
them successtully in the New York 
Zoological Park, except as wild, free 
rabbits roaming the wooded parts of 
the zoo. We have made longevity 
records for innumerable animals, from 


hummingbirds to elephants, but not 
for the common, ordinary, garden- 
pest cottontail. 

Apparently both temperament and 
vulnerability to disease make them 
short-lived in captivity. They are 
timid and shy, of course, but so are 
many other animals that live eut their 
normal life expectancy im zoos, or 
even live longer than they would in 
the wild. 

Extreme care in sanitation might be 
the answer to the mystery of the cot- 
tontail, and Dr. L. J. Goss, the zoo’s 
veterinarian, has undertaken to ex- 
periment along that line. He will catch 
one of the wild cottontails, 
house it in a clean cage with a coarse 
wire bottom, take precautions against 
contamination of any of the feeding 
and watering’ vessels and hope 
for the best. 

If he succeeds in proving that com- 
mon rabbits can be kept alive in cap- 
tivity for as long as a year or two 
years, some more of the zoo’s wild 
specimens will be captured and placed 
on exhibition. For, strange as it may 
seem to anyone who lives next door to 
open fields, there must be thousands 
of persons in New York City who 
don’t know what a common rabbit 
looks like. 

I know there are two such persons. 
I learned of them one day when I was 
strolling about the zoo, watching the 
antics of the countless gray squirrels 
that run loose on the grounds. They 
are tame and fearless and they scurry 
tirelessly along the paths begging for 
popcorn and peanuts. At length I 
came across two women discussing a 
squirrel that was standing up in the 
path ahead of them. 

“Oh, look at the rat!’ exclaimed 
one. ‘Here, give it a peanut.”’ 

‘That isn't a rat,’’ the other woman 
said. ‘‘That’s a rabbit, and they don’t 
like peanuts.” 

If Dr. Goss can successfully exhibit 
even one cottontail rabbit, its educa- 
tional value should pay him for 
his trouble.

UFUS M. JONES, leader of the 
R Quakers, is an optimist, an en- 
thusiast; he lives with gusto. 
His friends, he says, are the best 
friends in the world; this is a great day 
to be alive; this year’s college classes 
are the best ever; yesterday's was the 
finest of meetings. And he means every 
word of it. 

Such bubbling exaggerations make 
soberer Quakers smile with quiet 
amusement. Nevertheless they appre- 
ciate that it is this indomitable op- 
timism 1n their leader that has inspired 
the Religious Society of Friends again 
and again to attempt the impossible — 
and achieve it. 

‘‘Nothing is too big to try,”’ is Rufus 
Jones’s opinion. ‘“‘Don’t be weak in 
expectancy,’ he exhorts the Friends. 
He means that if you courageously 
tackle a job, however big, a way will 
open and the money will be forth- 
coming. He scorns the timidity of 
those who want to do “a little some- 


thing to help.’”’ To use quite un- 
Quakerish language, Rufus always 
wants to shoot the works. 

Founder and chronic chairman of 
the American Friends’ Service Com- 
mittee, Rufus Jones led the Quakers 
when, during the last war, they rebuilt 
French villages while still under fire, 
and went on to rebuild 1,666 more 
after the war was over. The job in- 
cluded the whole Verdun area. He 
presided when they fed 1,200,000 
German children a day, after the 
Armistice, and when they went back 
to feed another million a day during 
the horrors of the great inflation. They 
put Polish refugees back on their farms 
twenty years ago, fought typhus in 
Poland and famine in Russia. Through- 
out the Spanish Civil War they fed 
children on both sides of the lines, still 
are feeding Spanish refugee children in 
the great camps in southern France, 
and are trying toresettle exiled Spanish 
families in Santo Domingo and Mexico

Their own modest resources (there 
are only 150,000 Quakers in all the 
world) could never have accomplished 
these great things. The millions they 
have spent have come mostly from a 
public which has come to feel that if 
the Quakers are going to do the job, 
the money will be well used. 

And now, at seventy-seven years of 
age, Rufus M. Jones is preparing to 
lead the Friends to the relief of 
Poland. The need is appalling. Stark 
hunger stalks seventy per cent of the 
population as the country is milked 
dry of food reserves to replenish Ger- 
man stores. Some 250,000 Jews have 
been wiped out by war, starvation and 
disease. Typhus and typhoid epidem- 
ics are raging. The Vatican describes 
the treatment of Catholics as‘‘brutal”’ 
and says wholesale transfers of popula- 
tions are being carried out in the bit- 
terest winter Europe has seen for 
years. It may be surmised that the 
Nazis’ delay admitting relief workers 
because they don’t care to have wit- 
nesses to what is going on in the un- 
happiest land in the world. Across the 
borders in Hungary and Rumania, 
Quakers are doing a magnificent job

among Polish refugees. English Friends 
are in charge, their funds augmented 
by a British government appropria 
tion and by gifts-from Friends here. 

But the great need is within Poland, 
and with all the fire and drive of a man 
in his prime, Rufus Jones has the ex- 
perienced workers ready to take over 
the job, and has stored up the supplies 
actually im warehouses overseas 
cod-liver oil for undernourished chil- 
dren, bales of warm clothing, tons of 
miscellaneous supplies. Two commis- 
sioners, one a veteran of the German 
child-feeding years, the other a veteran 
of the 1920-24 relief work in Poland, 
are patiently negotiating with the 
Nazis. 

They'll probably succeed. There is 
precedent. 

Germany's “‘day of broken glass,’’ 
November 10, 1938, which saw Jewish 
property destroyed, cut all Jews off 
from charitable relief and put 35,000

of them in concentration camps, pro- 
foundly moved the Quakers. Such an 
explosion of hate, greed and cruelty 
aroused their compassion for the vic- 
tims and their pity for the aggressors. 
They wanted to proceed at once on 
their time-honored mission of help and 
conciliation. They got little encourage- 
ment from Washington. Their cables 
to the Reich were unanswered. 

Then Rufus Jones, with two associ- 
ates, D. Robert Yarnall, a Philadelphia 
industrialist, and George Walton, head 
of a Quaker school, set out upon one of 
those hopeless, quixotic, fantastic mis- 
sions which have embellished Quaker 
annals for centuries. 

They would go to Berlin, seek out 
the men at the top of the Nazi regime, 
and personally intercede for the vic- 
tims of persecution. They would plead 
for permission to send workers into 
Germany to distribute relief supplies 
and to counsel, guide and befriend the 
oppressed 

By a kind of quiet persistence, un- 
ruffled but relentless, which is typical 
of the Quaker plagued with a “‘con- 
cern,’ the three Fnends finally got to 
see the chief of the dread Gestapo. 

‘““‘We were given tickets at the en- 
trance and told not to lose them,’ 
Rufus Jones relates. ““They told us it 
was easy to get into that place without 
tickets, but not at all easy to get out.”’

N JOLIET, Illinois, a wife’s startled 
scream wakened a householder to 
the realization that their house was 

afire. He leaped out of bed, dashed 
downstairs and ran barefooted sixteen 
blocks to a firehouse to give the alarm. 
When the blaze beaters got to the fire 
it was too late to do anything about 
it. And they gently pointed out to 
him that in his mile-and-a-half jaunt 
he had passed eight alarm boxes, the 
first of which would have summoned 
them fifteen minutes sooner! 

In Brooklyn, New York, another 
householder under similar conditions 
jumped out of his second-story win- 
dow and ran to the little red box on 
the corner. Sometime later a milkman 
saw flames belching from the win- 
dows of the house and dashed for the 
same box to find the hysterical 
man hammering the box with his fists. 
He hadn't yet turned in the alarm! 

Near Boston a bank director, re- 
turning home from a meeting around 
midnight, noticed a small fire in a 
wacant store. He went to the alarm 
box on the corner, broke the glass 
door with a stone and then went 
on his way. Half an hour later a po- 
liceman came along and found that 
the unattended blaze had spread to 
two adjoining stores. When it was 
all over, the loss amounted to around 
a quarter of a million dollars. 

In a Western state a motorist no- 
ticed smoke coming from the upper 
windows of a school for girls. Instead 
of stopping to pull the firebox directly 
across the street, he drove past eleven 
different boxes to report the matter 
in person at a firehouse over two miles 
away. Twenty-four died in that blaze. 

The whole point is that a fire- 
alarm box is emergency equipment 
that few of us ever pay the slightest 
attention to until the emergency 
arises. The average citizen doesn’t 
know the location of the box nearest

Meanwhile, however, 
here is a recipe for all of us who'd eat

Did. they not 
plan to spy on Germany and then con- 
coct tales of atrocities to tell the 
world? Utter benevolence was too in- 
credible. 

The Quakers presented a statement, 
a remarkable document. In part it 
read: 

‘‘We represent no governments, no 
international par- 
ties, no sects, and we have nointerest 

propaganda in any form... We 

ne to Germany at the close of the 

‘orld War, directed the feeding of 
German children... We were the first 
to arrive in Vienna after the war, 
where we brought in 800 cows and sup- 
plied the children in the hospitals with 
milk, and brought 1n coal for the hos- 
pital fires. After the different revolu- 
tions in Austria, we gave relief to the 
families of those who suffered most

Thereafter, five to eight commis- 
sioners were in Germany for the 
Quakers until the outbreak of war; 
some of them still are there. Besides 
supervising the actual distribution of 
supplies, they have guided would-be 
refugees through the mazes of red tape 
that tangle all roads to the frontiers, 
and have offered friendly counsel to 
harassed and perplexed victims 
Jewish, Catholic and Protestant — 
who suffer fram isolation and ostracism 
more keenly, sometimes, than from 
physical privation. This is the type of 
work they are now waiting to startin 
Poland, and, in addition, they hope to 
administer direct relief on a bigscale. 

Most Quaker work is less romantic. 
It is such routine as operating the Cen- 
ter in Amsterdam, where day after 
day refugees come with their depress- 
ing stories. Or looking after the health 
of children in the dead coal-mining 
towns of West Virginia. They operate 

1 agricultural school for refugees in 

iba and a hostel for refugees in rural 
owa. 

The American Friends’ Service Com- 
mittee originated during the last war. 
The Quakers were eager for a channel 
through which to demonstrate that, 
while they would not accept military 
service, in wartime they were ready to 
accept danger and hardship. Rufus 
Jones organized the American Friends’ 
Service Committee in 1917 and fought 
a long, discouraging, but eventually 
successful battle in Washington to 
have service with the Friends’ units 
overseas accepted as an alternative to 
service under arms. It was not a soft 
way out. Many of the villages they 
rebuilt were destroyed again when a 
new wave of German advance rolled 
in, and the volunteefs were often 
enough under fire as they helped evac- 

ate peasant families. 

Quaker idealism is strongly rein- 
forced by thrift and business acumen. 
The Armistice caught America’s Army 
with great dumps of miscellaneous 
stores — barbed wire, nails, tools, ma- 
chines, building materials. What to do 
with the stuff? The Quakers made an 
offer of a price that seemed ridiculously 
low, but in view of the fact that the 
Army couldn’t take the stuff back 
home, it was fair enough. The Army ac- 
cepted the bid. The Quakers proceeded 
to sell off the materials. The well-to-do 
Frenchman had to pay market prices. 
The poor bought cheap. 

As laborers to handle these materials 
and to help on the rebuilding job, the 
Quakers had asked for German prison- 
were then rotting in the 


ers. who 


idleness of camps. The French agreed, 
stipulating that none should be al- 
lowed to escape and none should be 
paid wages. Each was photographed 
and asked for his home address. In due 
course, a Quaker sought out in Ger- 
many the family of each and every 
man. “‘Hans is well; see, here is a 
recent photograph of him. And here is 
a note from him. And here are the 
wages he would have received. if we 
had been allowed to pay him.”’ 

Profits on the sale of the surplus 
army stores financed the rehabilitation 
work, paid the prisoners’ families and, 
after all this was done, put up a new 
building for the Maternity Hospital at 
Chalons, a gift from the Quakers to 
France. 

The Service Committee, founded to 
meet war problems, has lived on to 
become the agency through which the 
Quakers traditionally stout indi- 
vidualists and one-man crusaders 
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have learned to pool their efforts. 
Rufus Jones’s leadership has contrib- 
uted largely to this evolution. 

The picture of Rufus Jones as an 
international figure — recognized in 
England before his stature was ap- 
preciated at home, a familiar name in 
China and South Africa — gives only 
an incomplete idea of his whole char- 
acter. He is also a noted scholar. Edu- 
cated at Haverford, Harvard, Oxford 
and Heidelberg, he was professor of 
philosophy at Haverford for forty-one 
years. Thirteen times colleges have 
honored him with the degree of Doc- 
tor of Letters or of Divinity. 

He is one of America’s most sought 
preachers. For twenty years he has 
preached before packed chapels at 
Harvard and Cornell. He preaches at 
a dozen other colleges and in churches 
of many denominations. When he was 
first invited to preach at Harvard, 
there was some murmuring. Orthodox

Quaker ministers will not prepare a 
discourse in advance, to be delivered 
on a given day at a given hour. They 
break the silence of a Quaker meeting 
only when the spirit moves them with 
a message. Rufus Jones, however, felt 
confident that when the time came, he 
would have a message for the young 
men of Harvard, and he went. The 
ostentatious avoidance of form and 
ritual can become an empty ritual in 
itself. No one has more movingly set 
forth in actions and in words the true 
spirit of Quakerism, yet no Quaker 
has been less insistent on its superficial 
accretions. 

He writes a book a year, and has for 
forty years. Preaching or writing, his 
style is above all lucid. He expresses 
deep philosophical thoughts in simple 
language; probes religious mysteries 
in words that youth finds familiar. 

He learned to do this early in his 
career. Fresh out of college, he was 
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moved to rise and speak in the New 
England Yearly Meeting. He held 
forth in a vocabulary familiar, no 
doubt, to scholars, but decidedly over 
the heads of the simpler Friends. The 
silence that followed his lofty dis- 
course was eventually interrupted by 
a little lady in a Quaker bonnet. “I 
have read in the Scriptures the ad- 
monition, ‘Feed my sheep,’ *’ she said. 
‘‘Nowhere have I found a verse, ‘Feed 
my giraffes.’ ’ 

He loves his native Maine, goes 
back to his South China home there 
every summer. There he sees old 
friends, and quickly lapses into the 
Maine vernacular, sometimes into 
grammar not wholly befitting a learned 
scholar.

Mary. Interference with her authority 
is not only unfair to Mary but de- 
structive to the home-training of the 
children. Once you have taken a stand, 
it should be quite easy to hold it. 

As I have already said, I do not 
know the happv-ending answer. As a 
matter of fact, my reason for printing 
this letter 1s that it shows how those 
who get into any one of many double- 
family situations find themselves 
unable to get out of them without 
some mortal hurt to one or another, 
or to all. 

Happily, however, this 1s only one 
view of the in-law situation, and it is 
obvious that no one point of view is 
common to all types of people. Some 
people hate the dark, some people 
love it; some people fear going into an 
empty room, others fear going into a 
crowded one. Comparatively few peo- 
ple crave solitude; many find a house 
without noise of talking or laughing — 
or even quarrelling — _ desolately 
dreary. Members of large families and 
mweny others of like temperament can 
live under the same roof in content. 

There are also millions of families 
in which the mother-in-law or other 
relative is indispensable to the free- 
dom of young parents. Otherwise, 
they cannot go out together alone 
ever, whether to church or to the 
movies or to the houses of friends. 
Countless grandmothers find them- 


selves useful in the home of a son 
quite as well as in that of a daughter 
Even so there is one rule which 
every grandparent, who would be a 
beloved in-law, must learn. This 
never to interfere with the authority 
of mother or of father. It is the parents’ 
sole right to bring up their children 
On occasion, it may be possible for 
a mother to tell her daughter or her 
son, “I think thus and so.”’ But from 
an in-law, who in a certain sense must 
always be an outsider, only an inci- 
dent involving life or death or some- 
thing of equal importance can excuse 
unasked-for advice. If her opinion is 
asked for, she may then answer truth- 
fully, but should not make this her 
opportunity to “‘go on from there.”’ 
It should be needless to say that a 
well-bred woman never criticizes, or 
even discusses, the behavior of a 
daughter-in-law or a son-in-law with 
outsiders — still less does she criticize 
parents to their children.
